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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE 

DRAWING(S). 
(1) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION, 
(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet), 
(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate

7. Claims 7 - 1 6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 (c) as being in improper 
forms because a multiple dependent claim forms the basis for another multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

8. Claims 1 - 6 are objected to because the method claims do not have 
steps describing how the implant's position is determined. See MPEP 
608.01 (m).

1 0. Claims 5 - 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragrapli, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 5-6 recite the limitation "pixels", and there is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the specification. In addition, it is not clear 
what applicant intends to say or refer with 'the latter.' 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more tlian one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

12. Claims 1 - 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hattori (USPN 5,989,258). Hattori teaches a method of determining the position 
of a dental implant wherein: 

• A mariner element 59 is provided on said implant 5 wherein the image is 
formed with said x-rays and the implant position is then derived from the 
observed position (see column 7 lines 22 - 33), wherein the material is 
transparent to x rays; 

• A support 31 is fixed to a free end (area under 43) and extends the 
implant.
